A Remarkable Tree. 

Dr. Stanley L. Haynes, in a short 

mphlet entitled ‘A Ramble in the 
New Zeland Busiy’’ tells the following 
remarkable tree story :

It.is only by the exhaustion of the pres- 
ent issues that the party bow jn. posses- 
sion of the government can be over- 
thrown. As soou as the present revolu- 
tion exhausts itself, the present goverao- 
ing party will fail from power. 


THE TEXAS KRINDERPEST, 
Fron the New Orieans Picayune 

A correspondent of the Lra, published 
away up at Lecompton, in Kansas, urges 
a stringent law to prevent the passage 
througn that state of Texas, or other 
southern ¢attle. He says that‘a ecorrup- 
tion fund of some $3000 was raised to 
buy the legislature of Kansas to repeal 
the old cattle law, and that the same 
influence is pow brought to bear to pre- 
vent the enactinent of @ new one. 

We believe that in Kentucky and 
other states they ere striving to prevent 
by lerislative enactment and sometimes 
by what is termed the Lynching process, 
the indriving of Texas Cattle. 
menting on this, Fiake’s Galveston Bu/- 
pertinentlv remarks: 

Kansas and Kentucky bave an unholy 
horror of Texas beeves. We do not 
know bow it ia that they gre so fearful 
of the cattle plague unless they are com- 
petitors for the beef market. We are 
quite disposed to think that there is more 


interest than imagination in this chimera | 


of the rinderpest. We do not doubt but 
that Texas cattle sometimes get sick, but 
the complaint is not half so prevalent as 
juterest and prejudice represent it to be. 
As forthe idea that Texas cattle can 
carry any contagious disease into other 
states, when they have not the ailment 
at heme, it is the purest bosh. 

While we know that the wool w- 
ers of Texas have lost millions of dollars 
by the introduction of scabby sheep from 
illinois and other western states, brought 
in by land through Missouri and the in- 
dian Nation, we are convinced that not 
a tithe of the loss has beey sustained in 
Kaneas or Kentucky by the spread of 
auy contagious disease carried there by 
Texas cattle. But should they assert 

that the introduction of Texas beeves, 
‘which do not cost more than 4 
dollar anead athome to raise, inter- 
feres with the sale of cattle which 
they cannot breed and grow for less than 
fifteen dollars, we sball begin to under- 
stand them. The world over this kind 
of stock is subject to disease, but in Texas 
jess than any othercourtry. Arewe not 
always receiving them here? And do 
we ever hear of any diiease among titem ?

SCIPNTIFiIc ITEMS.

The Boston Traveller learne that the 
Boston and Providence railroad have 
lately laid three or four miles of steel 
rails on their roads, beyond Roxbury, 
and the officers think they area great 
improvement on iron rails, 

An Eugiish patent has been taken out 
for a process of manufacturing picture 
frames, mojdings, furniture decora- 
tions, fronts for stores, ete., frem com- 
pre peat. 

Dr. McDonald's new castor oil press, 
in Marysville, is thus described by the 
North Californian: “It is an upright 
»ress, With a screw four and a half inches 
in diameter, with a ‘follower’ which 
fits in a eylinder thirteen inches long 
and twelve inches in diameter, and so 
arranged that the ‘cake,’ or pressed 
beans, can“be taken out at the willof the 
operator.” 

Hesse has discovereda new alkaloid in 
the red poppy ; it is also found in good 
opium, It is soluble in water, alcohol or 
ether, and ecrystalizes from the last in 
white prisms.
